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There is probably no domestic animal that will 
eat so great a variety of food as the hog, and 
hence, no animal is subjected to so many kinds 
of diet in the process of fatting. Even in Maine, 
different sections of the State furnish different 
sorts of food for this purpose, or rather the far- 
mers in different parts of the State, use different 
material for this purpose. Thus in York County, 
Indian corn is most used. In Aroostook county 
the rough buckwheat is almost the only food 
used. In other parts pea meal arid barley meal 
or both together are used. 

It is still an unsettled question, what is the 
cost of making a pound of pork ?—and the ques- 
tion can be answered only by knowing the cost 
of the material, and how much pork a given 
quantity of that material will make to a pound. 

Experiments have been made on the fattening 
properties of Indian corn, by different individu- 
als, some of which we will quote below. 

The late Henry Colman after experimenting 
pretty carefully stated that he could not afford 
to sell pork for six cents per pound unless he 
could sell corn for 67 cents per bushel. 

The Editor of the Michigan Farmer in his 
number for this month, (December,) gives a con- 
densed account of several sets of experiments in 
feeding hogs, with a view to determine the fat- 
tening power of Indian corn and some other sub- 
stances, and we avail ourselves of them. The 
subject is one of no small importance to the en- 
quiring and systematic farmer :— 

In a series of experiments on the feeding of 
pigs, made by the eminent English agricultural 
experimentalist, J. B. Lawes, in 1852, he has 
shown that different kinds of food make a very 
great difference in the increase of the hog. For 
instance, a pen of three pigs about four months 
old, which weighed together 449 pounds, when 
fed on 62 pounds per week of bean and pease 
meal, gained in eight wecks 303 pounds; whilst 
a pen of three pigs of like weight and age, 
which had only 52 pounds of the bean and peas 
meal, and 14 pounds of Indian corn meal, gained 
in the same time 336 pounds. A third pen of 
pigs of the like age and size, fed as much of the 
bean and peas meal as they would eat, or 40} 
pounds, and 14 pounds of bran per wéek, only 
gained 200 pounds in the eight weeks. A fourth 
pen of pigs of the same age and weight, as were 
all the pigs that were experimented upon, fed 
entirely on- as much Indian meal as they would 
eat, which was at the rate of 454 Ibs. per week, 
at the end of the eight weeks had gained but 221 
pounds. A fifth pen, of pigs, which was allow- 
ed as much Indian meal as the animals would eat, 
and which consumed at the rate of 444 pounds 
per week, had 12 pounds of bran added, and 
they increased 309 pounds in the eight weeks. 
Another pen fed in the same way upon Indian 
meal, and consuming at the rate of 363 pounds 
per week, but allowed besides 14 pounds of the 
bean and peas meal, and 14 pounds of bran; 
gained in weight 347 pounds. , 

Where the Indian meal was fed alone, there 
was 25 pounds per week consumed by every 100 
pounds live weight of pig; and every 100 pounds 
of Indian meal made an average increase of 20 
pounds in weight, or at the rate of one pound of 
live hog to every five pounds of meal. Bran did 
not act so efficiently when employed for feeding 
purposes, as hut 23 pounds were consumed -by 
every 100 pounds live weight; and 100 pounds 
of bran only returned 11 pounds of increase, 
even when four pounds of bean and peas meal 


were added to the bran. 
In another trial of a pen where 2 pounds of 


codfish were added to every 28 pounds of Indian 
meal, an increase of 22 pounds was obtained for 
every 100 pounds of food consumed. 

These experiments all go to show that corn 
alone is not so profitable, as when other kinds of 
highly nitrogenous food are mixed with it.— 
There is also another important conclusion de- 
ducted by the experimenter. This was, that where 
the progress of the animal in fatting was rapid, 
there was a large decrease in the consumption of 
food per 100. pounds live weight, in some cases 
reaching to nearly one-third saving on the amount 
of food; whilst in the pons that fattened more 
slowly, there was very little decrease in the aver- 
age consumption of food as measured by the hun- 
dred pounds live weight of hog. For instance 
the pen of hogs that gained 330 pounds in eight 
weeks began by consuming 39 pounds every week 
for each 100 pounds of their live weight, but had 
fallen down to 254 during the last 2 weeks, of 
the eight ; whilst the pen that gained only 114 
pounds in eight weeks, being fed on a mixture of 
24 pounds of bran and 2 pounds of Indian mea) 
to every 100 pounds of live weight, actually con- 
sumed rather more at the end of the eight weeks, 
than when they were put up. This would seem 
to give the conclusion that quick feeding was the 
most profitable. 

From these trials also it is shown that a pig 
weighing 140 pounds when fed only on as much 
Indian meal as .it would consume, gained 96 
pounds in the eight weeks, or on 45 lbs. of meal 
12 pounds of live weight, or at ‘the rate of 15 
pounds per bushel of 59 pounds. Some hogs 
however do not increase so rapidly as this, nor 
appear to have the ability to manufacture pork 
out of meal 80 rapidly. 

A Pennsylvania farmer writing to the Tribune 
on this subject, states that five hogs weighing 
249 pounds, consumed in thirty days 279 pounds 
of corn and cob meal boiled into mush, and that 
they gained 87 pounds in live weight. In 32 
days after the same hogs consumed 375} pounds 
of the meal, gaining 75 pounds in weight. Here 
isan experiment similar in point of time to that 
of Mr. Lawes in England, and both show results 
somewhat alike. ‘In allowing the corn and cob 
meal at the rate of seventy pounds for a bushel 
of pure corn meal, we have a gain at the rate of 
30 pounds for every 100 of corn. But in this it 
must be noted that the ground cob aids very 
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with a choice lot of ‘Chester pigs’’ fed partially 
on corn and cob meal, scalded, and partially on 
whole corn, found that a gain was made of 17.44 
pounds, on every 56 of corn ; but he adds, ‘the 
above surprising gain was the result of very care- 
ful feeding, clean and warm bedding, and a tight 
house.”” 

We quote what Mr. Lawes says of his trial 
with Indian meal alone as a food for fattening 
pigs: 

‘In Pen 5 the Indian meal was given alone, 
ad libitum of course. One of the pigs on this 
food gained more than 2 lbs. a day during the 
first fortnight of the experiment ; but the other 
two only about half as much. Before the end of 
this first period, however, it* was observed, that 
this fast gaining pig, and one of the other, name- 
ly, No. 3, had large swellings on the side of their 
necks ; and that at the same time their breath- 
ing had become much labored. It was obvious 
that the Indian corn meal alone.was in some way 
a defective diet; and it occurred to us, that it 
was comparatively poor both in nitrogen and 
in mineral matter,—though we were. inclined to 
suspect, that it was a deficiency of the latter, 
rather than of the former, that was the cause of 
the ill effects produced. We were atany rate un- 
willing se far to disturb the plan of the experi- 
ments as to increase the supply of nitrogenous 
constituents iu the food ; and accordingly deter- 
mined to continue food as before, but, at least, 
to try the effect of putting within the reach of 
pigs, a trough of some mineral substances, of 
which they could take if they were disposed. 
The mixture was prepared as follows :— 

20 Ibs. of finely sifted coal ashes, 4 lbs. of com- 
mon salt, and 1 lb. of superphosphate of lime. 
A trough containing this mineral mixture was 
put into the pen at the commencement of the 
second period, and the pigs soon began to lick it 
with evident relish. From this time the swellings 
or tumors, as well as the difficulty in breathing, 
which probably arose from the pressure of the 
former, began to diminish rapidly. Indeed, at 
the end of this second period the swellings were 
were very much reduced, and at the end of the 
third they had disappeared entirely. 

No. 1 pig, which increased the most of the three 
during the first, third, and total periods of the 
experiment, it is seen only gained 6 lbs. during 
that time the worst affected by disease as describ- 
ed above. As, however, his apparent increase 
was 80 great during the first and third periods, it 
is probable, that part at least of the deficiency in 
the intermediate period, was due to some tempo- 
rary circumstance connected with his health, 
owing to which the contents of his stomach, &ec., 
were unusually small at the time of his second 
weighing. The other two pigs in this pen give 
considerably less total increase than No. 1, but 
their rate of progress is comparatively very regu- 
lar: that of No. 2 is singularly so; and No. 3, 
which was one of those affected by the swellings, 
nevertheless gives a gradually increasing rate of 
gain from the commencement up to the end of 
the experiment. We shall find too, further on, 
that the animals were satisfied with less of this 
food, though so poor in nitrogen, in proportion 
to their weight, than with one exception, of any 
of the others; it will also be seen, that in spite 
of the comparatvely small actual increase itvis, 
in reality, somewhat high, when calculated in 
relation to the amount of food consumed. Nor 
could the quality of the meat have suffered 
much ; for a dealer in pork, with a practised eye, 
selected and purchased the carcass of one of those 
pigs which had been diseased, from among the 
whole 36, after they had been killed and hung 
up. With these observations we may leave the 
result of this curious experiment for the present ; 
but, before closing our statement of the facts of 
it, it may here be remarked, that, of the mineral 
mixture described above, 9 lbs. were consumed 
by the 3 pigs during the first fortnight of its use, 
6 lbs. during the .second, and 9 Ibs. during the 
third.”’

Nore. The wool in question is the same as 
the coarsest of the ‘Smyrna wool,”’ a good deal 
of which is imported into this country, and man- 
ufactured into carpets, horse blankets and other 
coarse fabrics. We have raised that kind of 
sheep and had the wool manufactured in our fam- 
ily. Our good wifé says there is po difficulty in 
making course stocking yarn of it. 

We have a pair of ‘*red leggings’” knit from 
yarn from such. wool, and alsoa domestic made 
carpet, both of which, if not very fine, are very 
strong and durable. [Eb.

He considered his land increased 
in actual value threefold. He believes that far- 
mers would benefit their farms quite as much by 
cultivating their pastures as their fields, when it 
can be done.

Several others 
had usually fed their straw and coarse fodder 
first ; though some had done so because it was 
not generally convenient to get at the best hay. 
Practice seemed generally to favor this way, 
though Mr. Holway’s course found some friends. | 

Mr. Arba Penny advocated the free use of the 
card, in which he was sustained by Mr. C. R. 
McFadden, who got his lesson from the long and 
thorough practice of his father. Mr. P. said he 
had always been able, with good hay only, to in- 
crease the weight of his stock during the winter. 

Mr. Geo. E. Shores would feed no grain to 
young stock. He had tried it enough to satisfy 
him that it was unprofitable. 

Col. Isaiah Marston fed young stock mostly 
in sheds, with which he is'well supplied. He 
thought it better, labor considered, than to tie 
them in the stall. 

There wasa free detail and discussion of the 
time and frequency of feeding, and of the quan- 
tity to be given, in which most of the members 
ventured an opinion.

GRAVEL WALL BUILDINGS. 

A great majority of the County buildings in 
New England are constructed of wood. These 
may be considered, in the beginning, the most 
economical—and in the end. the most expensive ; 
or, in other words, the first cost, in Maine, at 
least, is cheaper than if built of some more dur- 
able material—as of stone or brick; but vssir 
durability is so much less, and the repairs re- 
quired when they begin to decay are so many 
and often, that they are, after all, most expen- 
siye. Within a few years, we have heard of con- 
erete houses, gravel wall houses, and the like. 
These, when built upon a foundation that is not 
liable to be thrown up by the frost, and the ce- 
ment properly made and faithfully applied, are 
undoubtedly excellent. Their first cost is com- 
paratively light, and their durability great. 

There are many places among us, where such 
buildings might be constructed easier and cheap- 
er than they could be in any other situations. 
We have heretofore given our readers such direc- 
tions as we have found, and which promised to 
give them insight into the best processes of pre- 
paring the cement, and of applying it. 

The Homestead of last week contains some 
very good ideas in regard to gravel wall build- 
ings, and the editor informs us that he has re- 
cently examined a large and convenient barn, 
built on this principle, by Mr. C. F. Pond, in 
Connecticut. He expresses his belief that gravel 
walls are, for those who want to use the most 
econowical building material possible, and who 
would build for a century henca ag well as the 
present the very best thing. 

The mortar he describes as being of mixed 
lime and hydraulic cement, which sets at once. 
The size of the sand, or gravel, varies from quite 
fine up to the size of stones as large as one may 
handle conveniently with the hands. The lar- 
ger stones, he says, are not mixed with the mor- 
tar, but pat in after the mortar is laid. 

He then describes the process of building as 





bers set ahigh value on the organization, andj follows :— 


‘‘A form is made of boards of the width ef 
the wall and exactly where the wall ice wanted. 
Then the mortar thoroughly mixed, and contain- 
ing no stones larger than an egg is spread in lay- 
ers, and cobble stones, with larger angular ones 
for binders, laid in and bedded in it, so as to, as 
far as consistent with the strength of the wall, 
economise mortar. Thus may the wall be made 
in layers, or blocks, as large as convenience may 
dictate, say eight or ten feet long by eighteen 
inches high. The barn in question was bdilt 
with walls 20 inches thick to the height of about 
ten feet from the ground, and above that thin- 
ner. The upper part is made Sf blocks of con- 
crete about three feet long by a foot square, as 
large as two men could conveniently handle— 
these were made in molds, while the other part 
of the wall was in process of making and as soon 
as it was hard enough to receive them they were 
laid up, thus materially expediting the erection. 

The whole barf is in size 50 by 30 feet with a 
cellar, about 9 feet in the clear beneath. The 
whole was erected in 21 days. The walls are as 
firm and hard as stone and will continue to grow 
harder as long as they stand. The outside has 
been washed with a thin mixture of hydraulic 
lime and a little Prussian blue, which gives it a 
uniform greyish tint which is very agreeable. 

A frost proof barn cellar is a treasure to a far- 
mer, the worth of which cannot be estimated. 
The cellar beneath this barn is divided by a tight 
partition, and a portion setting off about one- 
third of the whole for a root cellar. Here are 
piled a noble store of roots secure from injury 
by the severest weather of our climate, easily 
got at, and in a convenient, light apartment.— 
The whole cellar, by the way, is well lighted, 
and has at one side a door wide enough to admit 
acart and oxen The door lifts perpendicularly, 
and is thus entirely out of the way. ’ 

Concrete Cisterns. 
Near the barn, and just above it on the slope 


of the hill, Mr. Pend has a concrete cistern, ; 


built in one day, and capable of holding 65 to 


70 hogsheads of water. 
The process of building was this: A laborer 


dug the hole in hard gravel in a forenoon. It 
was dug accurately round and smooth ; then a 
mason plastered the bottom and sides with a 
thick coat of the concrete made with no large 
stones, the largest being only coarse gravel.— 
The concrete was made of hydraulic lime so that 
it set quickly. A quantity was-thrown into the 
pit and smoothed over with a shovel ; then, as it 
set somewhat, a flat form of boards was placed 
upon it and siges laid. As it was required for 
immediate use, if was not domed over, — but 
planks laid over it and covered several feet deep 
with earth to secure it against frost. The best 
way is to make a rough dome of thin boards 
that will easily bend to form the arch of the 
dome, and then to cover it with a thin layer— 
three or four inches thick—of concrete. When 
this has hardened sufficiently, put on another, 
and thicker, coating, working up the dome reg- 
alarly and symetrically four or five inches at 
least, thicker still. In this last coat the cobble 
stones may be again added. In finishing tha 
doma leave a good sized opening in the top and 
lay upon it and imbedded in the mortar a flag- 
ging stone with a man-hole of convenient size ; 
and as soon as the arch has hardened, which will 
be in only a féw days, the supports may be re- 
moved with safety. ; 

These, by the way, should be quite numerous, 
and strong enough to bear the heavy pressure to 
which they will be sabjected without yielding, 
otherwise the safety of the dome will be im- 
— This cistern will stand anything but

A Younc Team. We have an account of a 
yoke or ba] calves, dropped last August, and 


owned by Mr. J. © Swan, of Denmark, which 
are ‘‘considerable”’ for acquivaments, if not for 


size. Our correspondent writes, ‘At tue time of 
calving, the mother of one of the calves was only 
seventeen months old. The calves are small, 
girthing only three feet, and weighing 100 lbs. 
each. Mr. Swan has a little son, four years old, 
who has had them yoked, and, by driving them 
about, has made them quite handy. A few days 
since, he attached them toa small sled, and 
drove them round, teamster-like, when his father 
observing the maneuvering, placed 800 Ibs. on 
the sled, which the yoke of calves drew about 
with the greatest ease, with no other driver than 
the little boy named.”’

Euicration To Maine. The tide of emigra- 
tion is setting toward the fertile settling lands of 
Aroostook, and other portions of our State. The 
facts concerning the resources and climate of the 
Aroostook, which have been spread before the 
public, during the past year or two, have turned 
attention to that portion of our domain, and the 
result has been a conviction, in the minds of all 
who have looked into the matter, that, after all, 
Maine offers the emigrant inducements equal to, 
if not greater than those held out by other por- 
tions of our country. But Aroostook is not the 
only county in Maine which lies open to the emi- 
grant. Franklin, Piscataquis, and other sections. 
offer as good farming lauds a8 Can be bought, to 
say nothing of timber, minerals, and other nat- 
ural resources of wealth. The New England 
Farmer says :— ° 

‘‘Mr. Jacob Crowley, West Mansfiled, Mass., 
one of our old subscribers, writes us that he has 
purchased a large farm in Franklin County, Me., 
near Lake Moosetocmaguntic, where the soil is 
excellent, the timber heavy in the forest, with a 
plenty of good pasture and smooth tillage land, 
and where farms may be purchased at the rate of 
four dollavs per acre. He says hay, oats, wheat, 
barley and potatoes are raised in abundance, and 
within 29 hours ride of Boston. He thinks there 
will be a considerable emigration from Western 
New England to that portion of Maine, next 
ispring.”’

For the Maine Farmer. 
PLANTING POTATOES. 


Iam well aware that there is, generally as 
much seed put on one acre as would suffice for 
three or four. I will give you my method of 
planting potatoes, for the past three years. 

I take the largest potatoes, and cut them, as 
near as I can, with one eye on each piece. I 
put three pieces in @ hill, placed in this way :— 
*,*—about eight inches apart ; for they may as 
well be all in one piece, as to be thrown in all 
in a pile together. 

There has been much said amongst farmers 
about: the best way to prepare the ground for 
potatoes. I think I ‘have become satisfied on 
that point, too. I harrow it down smooth, then 
spread on the manure, and harrow well both 
ways, lapping half the width of the harrow, 
which, if the manure be new or coarse, sérves to 
pulverize it and mix it with the top soil, so that, 


well mixed with the soil all round the potatoes, 
which serves to prevent them from rotting. 

I prepared a piece of ground in this way, last 
spring, manured it very little, avd planted one 
bushel and one-half of California potatoes, cut 
in the way above deseribed. They yielded 62 
bushels. Also on 35 square rods of old ground, 
prepared ini the same way, I raised 70 bushels of 
potatoes, from 964 hills. 

If any farmer does not wish to risk his whole 
crop by this way of seeding, let him try a few 
rows. I know farmers who tried this plan, last 
spring, and they tell me they are satisfied that, 
if they get no more in measure, they will be 
more sizeable, not 80 many small ones, and more 
large ones. But there will be a greater yield, 
from the ground,—for overseeding reduces the 
tyield of any crop. Gro. B. Graves.

It was manured for 
the present crop with 24 cords of compost—made mostly 
from muck; about two-thirds of which was applied in 
the fall, and plowed in, the remainder being harrowed 
in after plowing in the spring.. Sown May 20; kept free 
from weeds during summer, and harvested the third 
week in October. Crop, 79 bushels.

The effective naval force of Great Britain num- 
bers about six hundred snd forty vessels, and has

‘of all classes and sizes in our navy. But she has,

more account is made of the straw of these grains, 
than in smaller ones. It is then prepared by 
cutting, and is generally fed out in conjunction 
with corn and cob meal, or with roots, rasped, 
eut or cooked. It has not yet been fairly ascer- 
tained by accurate comparative experiment to 
what degree the ‘various roots used in feeding 
cattle are improved by cooking. That their nu- 
tritive powers are considerably augmented by 
the process, seems now to be generally admitted ; 
but whether, when we consider the advantages of 
rasping—which is performed by a machine capa- 
ble of dispatching the business with great facili- 
ty, the increase of alimentary power secured by 
boiling is adequate fully to indemnify the oper- 
ator for the trouble and expense involved, is 
somewhat doubtful. 

Where rough fodder is to be used, either boil- 
ing, cutting fine or rasping, will be found highly 
economical, as without some such aid, a very 
large portion of the haulm and straw produced 
on’ the farm would possess but a mere nominal 
value in an alimentary estimate of the products, 
and would scarcely be worth the storage for any 
purpose to which it could possibly be applied. 
Boiled potatoes are preferable to raw ones in fat- 
tening swine or beef cattle, as the boiling dimin- 
ishes their laxative properties, which are often 
detrimental to health, especially when fed in 
large quantities, and thus tend to counteract the 
very results they are intended by the feeder to 
produce. 

The English agriculturists recommend boiled 
potatoes in stall feeding, and raw ones for feed- 
ing cows in milk. ° 

Machines have been invented, and for a long 
time in use, in various parts of Europe, which re- 
duce the roots to a semi-fluid or semi-liquescent 
state; but towards these, the more intelligent 
portion of the agricicultural community are not, 
apparently, very favorably disposed. 

But the cutting machine, or root-cutter, now 
so generally in use in New England—and which 
reduces the root to fine pieces, is perhaps one of 
the most valuable implements that can be used 
in the preparation of food for domestic animals. 
The use therefore, of one of these, where roots 
and straw constitute the principal articles of food, 
is recommended both on theoretical and practi- 
cal considerations, and will be found highly, 
economical, saving both time and fudder, and 
securing, at the same time, all the important re-

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that the whole British navy number altogether 
about one thousand vessels. Her gunboat fleet 
alone is composed of one hundred and sixty-one 
small steamers, of the efficiency of which for 
war purposes naval critics have formed a high 
estimate. But England is still increasing her 
navy, and there is always employment for naval 
constructors and ship-carpenters. For every new 
vessel that is added to our list, the English adds 
three or four to theirs, and they never fail to 
take advantage of any improvement we may 
make in the construction of our ships. Thus, 
when the Niagara, the Wabash, and the other 
new steam -frigates were launched, they had the 
keels of similar vessels laid in their yards, and 
some of thesc, we believe, are now afloat and 
ready for sea. 

Of late years it has been the wise policy of the 
British Government, in adding to their naval 
strength, to build nothing but steamers, while 
nearly all their line-of-battle ships and frigates 
that are at all fit for sea have been converted in- 
to screw propellers. The Duke of Wellington, 
the Royal Sovereign, and all the other first-class 
vessels that have been built within the past five 
years, and which carry about one hundred and 
thirty-two guns each, are all screw steamers ; so 
that Great Britain has at present the largest steam 
navy in the world. Then, in addition to all this, 
there is her powerful and exceedingly efficient 
fleet of gun-boats, which have come to be regard- 
ed as more serviceable than vessels of a larger 
class. 

Of the seventy-eight vessels of different sizes 
enumerated in the United States Navy Register, 
but twenty-five are steamers, and of these, three 
are tenders and carry no guns ; so that, of our 
whole fleet, we have, compated with the naval 
force of England, but twenty-five really efficient 
and serviceable vessels. [N. Y. Herald. 


Winter Gare or Hens. Keep the hens ina 
warm, clean place, where they can have access 
to the sun whenever it shines.

POSTMASTER GBNERAL'S REPORT. * 

The report of the Postmaster General is one 
in which every body feels an interest. We have, 
thetefore, prepared the following synopsis of the 
principal matters of interest which it contains : 

Since the old rate of postage was reduced, the 
expenses of the Department have regularly in- 
creased... It_.is not. thought, however, that the 
ratio of increase will continue, as the postal sys- 
tem is now éxtended over the whole country, and 
bat one other route, that from Minnesota to 
Washington Territory, is now likely to become 
necessary. 

It is suggested, that a modification of the act 
of March 3, 1845, so as to forbid the acceptance 
of a contract for mail service, having any refer- 
ence to the conveyance of passengers, or anything 
besides the regular mail matter, would make a 
saving of at least a million dollars annually. 
The condition requiring accommodations for pas- 
sengers is unnecessary, as, wherever the convey- 
ance of passengers will pay, the contractors will 
furnish them at their own cost. Another cause 
of the increased expenditure of the Department, 
is the rapid extension of railroads, which, de- 
manding a much larger rate of pay than that 
given on stage routes, of the same length, and 
also compelling the employment of stages to 
accommodate towns not reached by the railroads, 
double the expense. 

He then makes a recommendation with which 
we cannot agree. We mean raising the postage. 
We consider the present rates sufficiently high, 
and have even contended fora reduction. We 
know of no reason why the Post Office Depart- 
ment, almost the only one from which the people 
receive any real, practical benefit, should be 
compelled to pay its expenses, when, every year, 
millions are drawn from the treasury to support 
the army and navy. The Postmaster General re- 
commends that the rate of letter postage should 
be fixed at five cents fur the whole country, with- 
out regard to distance. Ie also proposes a mod- 
ification of the franking privilege, suggesting in 
lieu thereof, that the members of Congress be 
furnished with stamps to be used on all letters, 
documents, &c., transmitted by them in the mails, 
and charged to the contingent fund of each 
House. Also, everything sent to members shall 
be prepaid at the mailing office. As an instance 
of the great expense to the Department, caused 
by the present franking system, it is stated that 
transmission of the books of one member (from 
Utah) cost between six and seven thousand dol- 
lars. The annual appropriation of $700,000, 
to cover the expenses of the franking privilege, 
is not, in the opinion of the Postmaster General, 
one-half what the free matter would amount to 
if charged with postage. 

The number of post offices, revenue, expenses, 
&c., are thus briefly given :— 

The whole number of post offices in the 
United States on the 30th June last was 27,977, 
of which 400 are of the class denominated presi- 
dential. The number established during the last 
fiscal year was 2121, and the number discontinu- 
ed 730, being an increase of 1391. The number 
of postmasters appointed during the year was 
8284. Of these 4595 were to fill vacancies oc- 
easioned hy resignation, 998 by removals, 278 by 
deaths, 292 by change of names and sites, and 
2121 on establishment of new offices. The whole 
number of offices on the Ist of December, 1858, 
was 28,573. 

On the 30th of June last there were in opera- 
tion 8296 mail routes, whose united length is es- 
timated at 260,603 miles, divided as follows : Rail- 
road, 24.431 miles; steamboat, 17,043 miles; 
coach, 53,700 miles; inferior grades, 165,429 
miles. The total transportation of the mails was 
78,765,491 miles, costing $7,795,418. Com- 
pared with the previous year, there was an in- 
crease of 17,002 miles to the mail routes; 3,- 
859,424 miles to the total transportation : and 
$1,173,372 to the cost. 

The expenditures of the departnient for th 
fiscal year ending Jane 30, 1858, were $12,722,- 
470,01. Of this $7,821,556 83 were for tran- 
porting inland mails, including incidental ex- 
penses ; and $424,497 34 for the transportation 
of foreign mails. * 

The gross revenue for the year 1858, including 
receipts from letter carriers and from foreign 

tages, amounted to $7,486,792 86. The ad- 
dition of the permanent annual appropriation of 
$700,000 brings the revenue up to $8,186,792- 
86 ; leaving a deficiency as compared with expen- 
ditures of $4,534,843 70. 

But it appears by the Auditor's report that, 
owing to the balance due the department at the 
beginning of the financial year, and to the vari- 
ous appropriations, there was left to the credit 
of the department on the Ist of July, 1858, the 
sum of $608,313 06. 

The estimated expenditures for 1859 are put 
down at $14,776,520. The means for the year 
are estimated at $11,094,393—leaving a deficien- 
cy of $3,682,127. 

In regard to the ocean and foreign mail service, 
it appears that the total postages for the year hy 
the Collins line were $152.829 65, and by the 


Bremen, Southampton and Havre lines, $102,- 
603 26 to the latter. 


The total postages on letter mails exchanged 
with Europe were $1,378,147 32. 

The total postages for the year from the New 
York, Aspinwall and California lines, were $306,- 
747 47 ; from the Charleston and Havana line, 
$9125 42, and from the New Orleans and Vera 
Cruz line, $4359 37. 


Regret is expressed at the present unsettled state 
of our ocean mail steamship service to Europe. 
The Collins line has performed no service since 
last February. The delay and uncertainty with 
respect to this line, has prevented contracts with 
others. He thinks that contracts can be made in 
all cases on the terms now required, but thinks 
it would be an advantage to American ships to 
extend the time of contracts from two years, to 
@ period not exceeding ten years, at the discretion 
of the Postmaster General. 

Attention is directed to the need of favorable 
legislation with regard to the Brazil, Vera Cruz; 
and So. Pacific lines. ’ 

The contracts for the California lines, via Pan- 
ama and Tehuantepec, expire on the Ist of Octo- 
ber next, by which time it is probable that an- 
other route via Lake Nicaragua will be opened, 
and the question of employing or discriminating 
between all these lines will be presented. He 
thinks the Nicaragua route should be made the 
subject of a public treaty, to obviate the diffi- 
culties now pertaining to the other route. 

A recommendation for a new steam mail line 
from San Francisco and Japan and China, closes 
the report. The Postmaster General feels confi- 
dent that after three years such a line would need 
no subsidy, as it woeld be resorted to by all the 

chief commercial nations. 

We shall probably have more to say on the 
subject of cheap postage, hereatter.

The Postage System. The Senate Post Office 
Committee, it is said, will shortly bring forward 
a proposition changing the present system of 
ocean mail service, and abolishing the franking 
privilege. Their intention is believed to be, to 
allow no more for the transportation of the 
ocean mails, in any service, than the postage re- 
ceived from that particular source. The depart- 
ment is understood to sanction the adoption of 
such a rule. 


Sreamsnip Warr. The Directors of the Grand 
Trunk Railway are expending about $45,000 in 
the enlargement of the accommodations for 
steamships. These accommodations, when com- 
pleted, will be superior to anything for that pur- 
pose in this country. The steamship wharf is 
extended cact so as to form a width of 300 feet ; 
for its entire length along ite eastern side, a new 
store house is built 300 feet in length, vy 47 in 
width, in which the goods are landed from the 
steamer as the cargo is discharged. Three per- 
manent derricks, with self-adjusting crane, simi- 
lar to those in use on the western side of the 
wharf, are to be built with railway track inside, 
west of the store house. East of this wharf,a 
dock 54 feet wide will extend its entire length, 
and beyond this is to be a wharf for coal—so 
that'a steamer may run straight into the dock, 
discharge on one side her cargo, and receive her 
coals on the other at the same time; as soon as 
discharged of her cargo, and coaled, she backs 
round into the receiving dock, and takes in her 
cargo from the present ware room or store house, 
which is 300 feet long by 42 wide. When these 
accommodations are completed, an ocean steamer 
ean enter her dock, discharge her cargo, take in 
coal and load for Europe in less than a week, if 
necessary. Railway tracks fill up the space be- 
tween the two store houses.

He states that a United States engineer, selected 
by him, surveyed the lower bay, and reports that 
an island for quarantine purposes can easily be 
built on Orchard Shoals a few miles below the 
Narrows. His official report will be ready in a 
few days, when the Governor and State Comp- 
troller will decide upon the removal to the place 
named by him. $100,000 are now in the treas- 
ury for the purpose of the removal.

There is reason to be- 
‘lieve that the liberal rey of Mexico, who are 
seeking a recognition of the Juarez government 
by our own, would consent to enter into a treaty 
by which the United States could establish mili- 
tary posts in Chihuahua and Sonora, thus avoid- 
ing objections to forcible possession, as recently 
officially recommended. . 

A lately received and reliable létter states as a 
reason why his ports were given to Chevalier 
Raybaud, the French charge d’affairs, that he 
had officially informed the Dominicans of the 
wishes of Napoleon that they surrender their 
own form of government and submit to that of 
Hayti. 

The most intimate friends of Mr. Forsyth say 
that he has no thought at present of resigning 
as Minister to Mexico. 

An answer is expected by the latter part of 
January to certain propositions looking to a set- 
tlement of the Central American question, which 
were. transmitted to England several weeks ago. 

Judge Hart, writing from the Rio Grande, says 
that he has received letters from the leading men 
at Santa Fe, yielding their opposition to a terri- 
torial government in Arizona. Prices of Mexi- 
can titles to land in Sonora have increased, the 
holders believing that the Americans will soon 
obtain possesion of the country. It is said that 
certain parties have anticipated the action of our 
government, and obtained the right to consts ct 
a railroad from Guaya mas to some point on the 
American line.

All our past experience has evineed the necessity of 
an imerease of the navy. It is impossible to give ade- 
quate protection to American citizens in all parts of the 
world, with our present naval force. What we more es- 
pecially need isa large number of vessels capable of 
entering the harbors and rivers of all foreign countries 
as wellas ourown. Such is the condition of Mexico 
and of the Central and South American States that it is 
indisp b! ry that we should approach them 
frequently and at every accessible point. The increase 
of our commerce is another reason for the augmentation 
of our naval force. The most effective and economical 





our small naval vessels of light draft and powerful ar- 
mament, capable of following it into whatever waters it 
may frequent. The waters of the Gulf of Mexico and 
those contiguous to it should be made to swarm with 
these floating fortifications, and be guarded Jike inland 
seas, with jealous care. Twenty effective vessels of the 
smallest class can be built and kept at sea at a less cost 
than five of the larger class. The addition of at least 
ten more vessels of that description is not only a neces- 
sary measure, but will be found as efficient as any re- 
quiring so small an expenditure. 

The appointment is recommended of twenty addition- 
al surgeons and as many assistant surgeons; of fifteen 
or twenty additional pursers; and the increase of the 
marine corps to 2000 is again urged as in the last report. 

The report of the expedition sent to New Granada to 
survey a route for a ship canal between the Atlantic and 
Pacific through the Atrato and Truando rivers is not 
completed. Lieuts. Craven of the navy and Michler of 
the army, who were detailed for this service, are under- 
stood to differ in opinion as to the feasibility of such a 
canal by the contemplated route. 

The Secretary reviews the employment of the various 
regular squadrons, commenting at most length on the 
capture of the Echo slaver, and the transactions attend- 
ing the detention of American merchant vessels at Tam- 
pico last April. With regard to the slaver trade he says 
that all rumors were unfounded of attempts that would 
be made to land cargoes of slaves within the limits of 
the United States. 

The estimates of the Secretary for the expenses of his 
department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1860, are 
$13,500,370, including $674,000 for completing the eight

Report of the Secretary of War. 


The authorized strength of the army, as posted, is 18,- 


165, but the actval strength on July 1, was 17,498. 


These troops compose the whole numerical force of our 
army, distributed through the States and Territories of 


the entire Confederacy, manning all the fortifications 
occupied by troops, holdingall posts now garrisoned, 
defending all our extended frontiers, and protecting, 
as far as possible, the different routes extending across 
the Mississippi Valley to our possessions on the Pacific. 

The absolute demands for men in the various posts, 
stations, &c., as well as for what might be termed the 
police operations of the army, left only thirteen regi- 
ments for actual service in the field. And upon this 
small force, numbering little over 11,000 men, devolved 
the arduous duty of prosecuting all the Indian wars, 
which have extended this year from the British pos- 
sessions on the Pacific to the border settlements of 
Mexico, as well as of crushing the rebellion in Utah, 
which, from its vindictive spirit and large npmbers, 
threatened at its outset to become, and, indeed, was, 
very formidable. 

It may safely be asserted that no army of the same 
size ever before performed, in so short a space of time, 
marches and movements of such extent, surmounting 
in their progress such formidable obstacles. No dis- 
aster has befallen the army throughout its immense 
ramifications, and the privations, hardships, toils and 
dangers to which it has beeb continually subjected have 
been borne without a murmur. z 

In speaking of the war with the Indians on the Pa- 
cific, the Secretary says that a permanent peace has 
been established by treaties entered into with them, 
and the army has been already distributed to points 
where the presenée of a force was greatly needed. In 
alluding to the Navajos, he says they probably number 
three thousand mounted warriors, an extremely for- 
midable force; but there shall be no relaxation in 
prosecuting war until the savages are brought abso- 
lutely under the yoke. The war in Texas may be look- 
ed upon as just begun, and the probabilities are it will 
-~ one of fierceness, and may be of considerable dura- 

ion. 

Much apprehension for the hostile manifestations of 
the savages beyond the confines of Iowa and Minne- 
sota has been felt by the frontier settlements of these 
States. The Secretary regrets to say our force is not suf- 
ficient to spare troops in such numbers as will quiet al- 
together these alarms. 

The operations of the army in Utah have in them- 


selves been important, and fraught with momentous | P 


results. The people of that Teiritory, however, still 
evince a spirit of insubordination and moody discontent. 
The necessity which called forth the presence of the 
troops in Utah will require a strong force still to ba 
kept there. 
Johnston and the officers and troops under his command. 

The disbursements amount to nearly $10,000,000 in 
the Quartermaster’s Department. Every voucher has 
been filed, with the exception of $280,000. Nothing 
will be lost. 

- On the subject of our national defences, the Secretary 
remarks that our fortifications must be modified in bor- 
respondence with the development and improvement of 
the appliances of warfare. He thinks, for example, that 
it is possible that the Engineer Bureau may in future 
plans, incline towards some combination of earthwork- 
batteries in preference to the masonry forts of the pres- 
ent system. We have cause for fresh apprehension from 
a method of warfare from which distance and the sea no 
longer protect us. 

In view of the prodigious development of the marine 
of the first powers of Europe, and of the increased range 
at which their steam navies enable them to exert the 
strength of their land armament as well as floating for- 
ces, he isin favor of making some provision against 
descents upon our coast of bostile armies co-operating 
with steam fleets. Our railroads are capable of trans- 
porting to the scene of action great bodies of men, but 
beyond certain limits tha very number of new troops be- 
comes disadvantagéous, and 50,000 militia would do bet- 
ter service, if managed so as to profit by the markmanship 
and intelligence of the individuals, than 100,000 of the 
same, who should endeavor to out-manceuvre a well dis- 
ciplined regular army. ° 

He considered that the entire adaptation of camels to 
military operations upon the Plains may now be taken 
as demonstrated, whilst their great usefulness and supe- 
riority, in many particulars, is equally certaizx. 

He recommends Cangress to authorize the purchase of 
one thousand camels, which could be done at a compar- 
atively small cost, if a suitable vessel was detailed from 
the navy to transport them. 

The Secretary sayzhe has attempted, as far as possi- 
ble, to meet tlie just wishes of Congress in reducing the 
expenses, and the estimates of the next fiscal year are 
less than the appropriations for the last by the sum of 
$9,160,488. They are less than the estimates laid before 
Congress at the last session by the sum of $2,736,408. 
They amount in the aggregate to $18,010,090; and he 
entertains a strong hope that the expenditure may be 
still further reduced in the course of another year. 

It affords him pleasure to say that notwithstanding 
the Indian wars in Washington, New Mexico and Texas, 
all of which were unforeseen and unexpected, unless 
there shall bé further and larger demands for expendi- 
tures in suppressing other Indian hostilities, there will 
be no necessity for asking appropriations in the shape 
of a Deficiency bill.

IMPORTANT FROM MEXICO. 


New York, Dec. 22. The steamship Black 
Warrior arrived last evening, from Havana 16th. 

The Spanish Mexican imbroglio is settled, 
General Garza of Tampico having refunded all 
the moneys obtained from Spanish subjects by 
py Fae orced loans, and the present government 
of Mexico having acceded to all the demands 
made by Spain, the Spanish flag is saluted by 
twenty-one guns from the fort of Tam ico. The 
Spanish frigates Ferdinand and Isabel nd had 
arrived with over 2000 soldiers from Spain. 


New Yor, Dec. 23. The Journal of Com- 
merce says that President Juarez is awaiting at 
Vera Cruz the receipt of duties from vessel slately 
arrived to commence a movement of his forces 
against the city of Mexico. Zuloaga still relies 
on European intervention, but is sadly harrassed 
for want of funds. 

The Journal gives a list of the constitutional 
forces, and adds that Zuloaga’s power is also 
jeopardized by a new movement, looking to a 
union between Moderados of the Constitutional 
and Church parties on some man who can com- 
mand the confidence of both; the movement, 
however, lacks the support of the extreme Lib- 
erals, for it involves the setting aside -of the 
resent Constitution.

Vidaurri 
is at Monterey, re-organizing his forces, and 
awaiting additional troops from Tamaulipas, 
troops from Tamaulipas, when he will move on 
San Luis.

— it is but justice to remark, now that the trial 
is over, that no charge of fraud was brought 
against cither of the defendants, and that even 
allegations preferred, could not be sustained. 
On the contrary it was shown that Mr. Newhall 
was a creditor instead of being a debtor to the 
Bank, and that all his efforts were directed to- 
wards the relief of the institution. With re- 
gard to Mr. Allibone, the fact that he himself 
held no less than seventeen hundred shares of 
the stock, would seem to be conclusive of the 
identity of his interests with those of the Bank, 
and its downfall, therefore, was his pecuniary 
ruin.”’

ARRIVAL OF THE PACIFIC. 

The Galway steamer Pacific arrived at St. 
Johns, N. F., on Wednesday of last week. Her 
dates are to the 9th inst., five days later than 
previous advices.

Great Brirain. The troop-ship Bombay had 
returned to Plymouth a ismasted, and 
having lost overboard 12 of her crew..

An address in response to the speech 
was adopted unanimously.

The annual meeting of the shareholders of this 
mammoth company was held at Toronto on the 
15th inst. The retiring Directors and Auditors 
were re-elected. Mr. W. Shanley, who for the 

ast year has acted as traffic master and engineer, 
oe tendered his resignation, on account of the 
determination of the London Directors, who we 
suppose control the affairs of the company, that 
the duties of manager and enginger were too 
much for one individual, and their consequent 
resolution to confine Mr. Shanley’s duties to en- 
gineering alone, although at the same salary as 
he had received for the double duty. This was 
considered by Mr. S. asa censure, and he has de- 
termined to retire from the service of the com- 
pany. Mr. Reith is to come out from England 
as manager, with a large salary and a percentage 
on the profits. 

The Grand Trunk is one of the most important 
railway lines on this continent. The length of 
line in operation on the lst of September last, 
was 849 miles, which has since been increased by 
the opening of the line between Stratford and 
London. The extension of the Trunk line to 
Sarnia will complete the enterprise, but the re- 
port refers with satisfaction to the proposed ex- 
tansion in the State of Michigan, from Port Hu- 
ron (opposite Sarnia) to Detroit, and also the 
project of a line from Quebec to Halifax. 

Mr. Ross, tho engineer of the great Victoria 
Bridge, reports the progress of that work, and 
announces that ‘‘if no unforeseen casuality of 
much e@onsequence’’ shall ariee, the trains may

Srorwy WeaTHeR oN THE AriLanTic. All the 
shipmasters recently arrived from across the At- 
lantic, agree in representing the weather this sea- 
son, as unexampled for severity. A succession of 
tremendous gales, with snow, sleet and rain, has 
been the experience of all. A large number of 
wrecks have already been heard of as the result 
of the gales in the months of October and No- 
vember, and we fear there are others yet to be 
reported. In our marine columns to-day is an 
interesting account: of the passage of the ship 
George Turner, of Portland, Capt. Iisley, who 
left Shields, Eng., Oct. 4, and reached this port 
yesterday. Capt Ilsley says, ‘‘I have made ten 
passages round Cape Good Hope and Cape Horn, 
and many passages off and on our coastin the 
winter months, but in twenty-five years I have 
never experienced anything that would begin to 
compare with the month of October and Novem- 
ber, for hard and dangerous weather both four

Expiosion anp Loss or Lire. About one- 
fourth before 8 o’clock this morning the gable-end 
of the picker-house in the yard of the Massachu- 
setts Corporation blew out with aloud noise. It 
was probably caused by fire which took in the 
‘-openers,’’ and was carried to the ‘‘gauze-room”’ 
in the attic, which is filled with loose particles of 
cotton. The room being very close, and contain- 
ing but two windows, the heated air rushing sud- 
denly into it, caused the explosion. The bricks 
and timbers were thrown across the yard, a dis- 
tance.of eight or ten rods. In the attic at work 
was James Brannon, who had come in for the 
first time, in place of the regular hand. He was 
found, sometime after the explosion, very badly 
burned about the head and shoulders. He was 
carried home, and physicians called, but he ex- 
pired about 10 o’clock. He was a married man, 
about twenty-five years of age. John O'Neill, 
who works in the willow-room below, was also 
badly burned about the hands and face. [lis 
chances for recovery are very doubtful. In the 
lower room John Shaughnessy had a leg broken 
by the falling bricks and timbers. The wounded 
men have been well taken care of, and every- 
thing will be done to render them comfortable. 
The damage will probably amount to upwards of 
$2000, though the stoppage of the works is the 
most serious loss.

and unite within 200 miles of the Missouri river? 
and thence run to the navigable waters of the 
Sacramento. The usual appropriation of the 
alternate sections within six miles are to be 
appropriated, and government is to appropriate 
to the contractors $12,000 a mile, to be reim- 
bursed to the government in transportation of 
mails and military stores. The constriction to 
be offered by the President to the best bidder, 
roposed by Senator Gwin’s bill. 
his plan starts at the outer rim of our present 
rail-road connections, and terminates on the 
navigablo waters in the centre of California 
population. It is claimed that it would be equally 
convenient to Slave and Free States, convenient 
to the North and South, and convenient for con- 
nections with all our Pacific Territories. It 
would follow the emigrant route up the Platte, 
Bemngh Utah, and be about 1,600 or 1,800 miles 
ong. ,

Tue Exerosion at Sr. Louis. The St. Louis
